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Large  turnout  expected 


Walk-for-Israel  set  for  Sun.,  May 30 


Everything  is  in  place  for 
the  1982  U.J.A.  Walk-for- 
Israe!  on  Sunday  morning, 
May  30,  according  to  Ben 
Greenberg,  Chairman  of  the 
Planning  Committee.  Par- 
ticipants will  walk  or  jog  18 
kilometres  or  bike  54 
kilometres. 

Enthusiasm  is  running  high 
and  as  the  date  for  this  major 
communal  event  draws  close, 
Mr.  Greenberg  is  confident 
that  1982  could  be  the  biggest 
year  yet  since  the  program  was 
started  in  1970. 

Last  year,  almost  500  walk- 
ed, ran  or  hiked.  Over  $42,000 
was  raised.  This  year’s  goal  is 
600  participants  and  $50,000 
in  proceeds.  The  increases 
sought  are  modest  and  those  in 
charge  are  convinced  that  the 
targets  can  be  reached. 

Throughout  the  city,  people 
of  all  ages  are  busy  lining  up 
their  sponsors.  Foremost 
among  them  are  “The  Com- 
pany of  Chai”  — those  men 
and  women  who  are  commit- 
ted to  raising  at  least  $1,000 
each  in  sponsors.  Close  behind 
them  are  the  “$500  Club”. 
And  not  far  away  are  “The 
Group  of  100.’’,  mostly 
younger  people  who  are  pledg- 
ed to  raising  a minimum  of 
$100  each. 

Sid  Hartman  No.  1 

Leading  the  pack  is  Sid 
Hartman  who  on  May  27  will 
observe  his  68th  birthday.  This 
will  be  Mr.  Hartman’s  seventh 
Walk-for-Israel  and  he 
deserves  the  place  of  honour 
having  raised  over  $5,700  last 
year  to  make  him  the  single 
largest  producer  of  the  day. 

Veteran  Jack  Ballon  who  is 
in  his  78th  year,  has  bowed  out 
this  year  and  will  be  sorely 
missed.  In  the  thirteen  years  he 
took  part.  Mr.  Ballon  has  rais- 
ed many  thousands  of  dollars 
for  worthwhile  programs  in 
Israel.  From  now  on,  he  will 
be  watching  from  the  sidelines 
and  cheering  those  who  follow 
in  his  footsteps. 

More  student  involvement 

A special  effort  is  being 
made  to  involve  larger 
numbers  of  high  school 
students  and  committees  are  at 
work  in  each  of  the  schools  to 
recruit  participants.  The 
young  people  who  are  involv- 
ed are  excited  about  the  pro- 
spect and  are  reaching  out  to 
their  peers  by  letter  and  in  per- 
son. 

At  Hillel  Academy,  Ottawa 
Modern  Jewish  School.  Star 
of  David  Hebrew  School, 
Temple  Israel  Religious 
School,  the  Ottawa  Talmud 
Torah  and  Ecole  Maimonides, 
trophies  will  be  presented  to 
those  classes  in  each  of  the 
schools  with  the  largest 
percentage  of  participation.

All  the  children  in  these 
schools  have  sponsor  sheets 
and  are  eagerly  awaiting  May 
30  when  they  can  walk 
together  under  banners  identi- 
fying their  schools.  The 
younger  children  will  be  ac- 
companied by  their  parents.

To  stimulate  interest, 
valuable  T.V.  electronic  prizes 
will  be  awarded  for  participa- 
tion in  four  categories.

Communications  will  be 
maintained  by  CB  radio  cars 
and  marshals  will  be  stationed 
at  street  corners  and  check- 
points to  handle  and  direct 
walkers  without  interfering 
with  the  flow  of  traffic.  First 
aid  and  washroom  facilities 
have  also  been  arranged. 

After  the  Walk-for-Israel  is 
finished,  hot  dogs,  potato 
chips  and  soft  drinks  will  be 
served,  free  of  charge.

Agudath  Israel  fetes 
its  Cantor  on  May  25

In  1948,  the  Canadian 
Jewish  Congress  brought  a 
boatload  of  European  Jewish 
war  orphans  to  safety  in 
Canada.  On  board  ship  was 
David  Aptowitzer,  a Polish 
youth  whose  parents  had  been 
lost  in  the  Holocaust. 

Born  into  an  observant 
family,  the  young  refugee 
“just  naturally  gravitated”  to 
further  religious  studies  at 
Merkaz  Hatorah  Yeshiva  in 
Montreal.  From  there  he 
entered  the  Hebrew  Teachers 
Seminary  studying  cantorial 
with  Cantor  Nathan 
Mendelson,  music  at  McGill 
University,  and  voice  with 
Madame  Pauline  Donalda.  He 
graduated  in  1952  assuming 
the  position  of  Cantor  with  the 
Agudath  Israel  Synagogue  in 
Ottawa  in  the  spring  of  that 
year.  The  rest  is  history. 

For  fully  three  decades  he 
has  led  his  congregation  at 
weekly  Shabbat  Services. 

For  three  decades  he  has 
served  as  its  Shaliach  Tzibur 
on  High  Holy  Days. 

For  three  decades  he  has 
sung  the  traditional  blessings 
over  radiant  couples  standing 
beneath  the  chuppah;  has  in- 
toned the  mournful  El  Moleh 
Rachamim  for  the  departed. 

He  has  directed  the 
synagogue  choir;  prepared 
close  to  750  Bar/Bat  Mitz-

vahs;  served  as  a member  of 
and  teacher  for  the  Ottawa 
Talmud  Torah  Board. 

He  has  delivered  eulogies, 
visited  the  sick,  comforted  the 
bereaved,  counselled  the  con- 
fused. 

And  for  the  past  eighteen 
years  as  Mohel,  he  has  per- 
formed the  ritual  “brirh”  rite 
on  almost  1,000  newborn 
Jewish  males.

In  any  relationship. ..a  friendship... a marriage. ..a  business  ar- 
rangement...the  party  is  over  when  the  lines  of  communication 
break  down. 

Thirty-three  years  ago  a small  group  of  idealists  with  a big 
dream  dared  to  do  the  unthinkable:  they  founded  a Jewish  Day 
School  in  Ottawa  — Hillel  Academy.  And  when  they  opened  its 
doors  to  the  Jewish  community  it  was  with  the  promise  “that  no 
Jewish  child,  regardless  of  financial  status,  will  be  denied  a 
Jewish  education.” 

And  for  thirty-three  years  no  Jewish  child  who  has  been  able 
to  maintain  the  gruelling  pace  of  study  has  been  denied  a Jewish 
education  in  the  school,  regardless  of  his  family’s  fiancial  status. 
The  Jewish  Community  Council  has  seen  to  it,  through  subsidiz- 
ing the  already  prohibitive  fees  and  where  necessary  through  full 
scholarships. 

Over  the  years  Hillel  Academy  has  graduated  class  after  class 
of  boisterous  Jewish  kids  with  a firm  grounding  of  who  they  are 
and  what  it  means  to  be  Jewish. 

But  last  week  the  classrooms  of  Hillel  Academy  sat  empty. 
The  halls  were  eerily  quiet.  The  walls  did  not  reverberate  with 
the  9:00  a.m.  sounds  of  Modeh  Ani.  The  playground  did  not 
echo  with  the  whoops  and  hollers  of  children  set  free  for  a recess 
from  studies.  Faced  with,  among  other  things,  the  economic 
realities  of  the  day  and  unable  to  resolve  their  requests,  the  Hillel 
Academy  Teachers  struck. 

And  faced  with  the  economic  realities  of  the  day.  the  Talmud 
Torah  Board,  frustrated  in  its  attempts  to  negotiate  was  unable 
in  all  conscience  to  meet  the  teachers’  demands. 

And  though  each  side  sympathized  with  the  plight  of  the 
other,  an  impasse  was  reached. 

And  though  each  side  sat  through  lengthy  negotiations  that 
stretched  far  too  long  into  far  too  many  nights  and  took  its  toll 
in  countless  ways,  each  knew  a necessary  evil  had  to  be  exorcis- 
ed. 

And  each  side  knew,  regardless  of  the  outcome  of  the  painful 
confrontations,  that  they  were  all  involved  in  a no-win  situation. 
That  because  of  dollars  some  child  or  children  would 
ultimately  be  denied  his  right  to  a Jewish  education.  And  that 
was  the  will  of  neither. 

Hillel  Academy  is  once  more  operational.  But  the  economic 
re^ities  of  today  has  hung  a dark  cloud  over  the  school’s  foun- 
ding ideal:  ‘’that  no  Jewish  child,  regardless  of  financial  status, 
will  be  denied  a Jewish  education.” 

For  the  teachers  are  entitled  to  fair  and  honourable  remunera- 
tion, and  the  Board  knows  it. 

And  the  Board  is  constrained  by  the  limits  of  the  Vaad  coffers 
and  the  purses  of  its  parent  body,  and  the  teachers  know  it. 

And  despite  the  negotiated  agreement,  there  are  many  pitfalls 
ahead,  leaving  us  as  a community  to  take  a long  hard  look  at 
what  is  happening. 

For  if  Hillel  Academy  should  founder,  or  become  an  elitist 
school,  accessible  only  to  the  wealthy,  which  of  our  community 
institutions  will  crumble  next?  The  Afternoon  Schools?  Hillel 
Lodge?  The  Jewish  Community  Centre?. ..ultimately  the  whole 
structure,  including  the  Jewish  Community  Council? 

Perhaps  this  painful  exercise  in  reality  will  finally  wake  us  up 
to  the  fact  that  we  can  no  longer  take  for  granted  that  the  sur- 
vival of  our  precious  community  institutions  is  written  in  stone.

Israel  at  34: 

Dilemmas  of  War  and  Peace

Living  so  far  from  Israel,  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  the 
national  trauma  that  Israelis  are  experiencing,  as  they 
conclude  their  34th  year  of  nationhood.  On  the  one 
hand  the  painful  withdrawl  from  Sinai,  with  its  agoniz- 
ing scenes  of  Jew  against  Jew.  and  bulldozers  destroying 
entire  towns.  On  the  other  hand  the  traumatic  confron- 
tations on  the  West  Bank,  opposing  Jewish  settlers  and 
local  Arabs,  Israeli  soldiers  and  stone-throwing 
youngsters.  Was  Israel  right  to  give  up  the  Sinai  for 
peace  that  is  but  a promise?  Is  Israel  right  to  enforce  its 
rule  over  the  West  Bank  as  it  is  presently  doing?  It  is  not 
for  us,  sitting  here  in  our  comfortable  exile,  to  counsel 
Israel  at  such  a time.  Yet  views  we  must  formulate,  for 
all  Jews  are  brothers,  and  responsible  for  each  other. 

Recently  we  read  in  the  Torah  of  the  laws  of  the 
maternity  sacrifice:  When  a woman  gives  birth  to  a boy, 
she  becomes  impure  for  33  days,  and  then  on  the  34th 
day  she  brings,  of  all  things,  a sin-offering.  Freudians 
might  consider  this  the  response  of  Rabbis  who  were 
jealous  of  the  unique  female  creativity  evinced  in  giv- 
ing birth  to  a child  — but  our  tradition  would  disagree. 
According  to  Rabbi  D.Z.  Hoffman  in  the  19th  Ceritury, 
the  key  to  this  offering  is  provided  by  the  fact  that  it  was 
a dove  that  was  offered.  For  a dove  was  brought  as  a 
sacrifice  by  anyone  compelled  to  keep  away  from  the 
Temple  for  a prolonged  period.  The  dove  is  the  symbol 
of  homesickness,  of  longing  for  one’s  nest.  The  dove, 
with  its  unique  ability  to  return  home  from  strange  and 
distant  places,  is  the  fitting  symbol  of  the  Jew  who  longs 
to  return  to  his  spiritual  home,  in  the  Temple.  Thus  the 
woman  after  33  days  absence,  offered  the  dove  as 
sacrifice. 

Today,  in  Israel,  the  dove  that  the  Jew  brings  is  the 
dove  of  peace.  After  not  33  days,  but  33  years,  Israel  in 
its  34th  year  made  its  sacrifice  in  the  name  of  peace,  that 
peace  that  would  recognize  the  return  of  the  Jew  to  his 
ancient  homeland  and  sanctuary  after  centuries  of 
absence.  And  just'  as  the  maternity-offering  brought  a 
purification  from  “the  source  of  her  blood”,  as  the 
Torah  puts  it,  so  in  the  case  of  Israel  has  the  sacrifice  for 
peace  been  made  in  the  name  of  the  blood  of  her  many 
sons  fallen  in  battle  over  the  years.  After  all  the  blood- 
shed and  tears,  death  and  destruction,  it  is  time  to  af- 
firm life  and  peace,  even  if  it  requires  more  than  a little 
faith  in  the  promises  of  an  erstwhile  enemy.  After  the 
untold  sacrifices  made  in  the  course  of  war  — it  is  time 
to  make  sacrifices  in  the  cause  of  peace,  no  matter  how 
painful  or  traumatic. 

But  what  of  the  West  Bank?  Do  the  requirements  of 
peace  there  mean  a rejection  of  the  use  of  force  against 
the  civilian  population?  Is  Israel  acting  with  too  much 
vigor  against  the  Arabs,  in  disregard  of  the  moral  dic- 
tates of  Biblical  and  Judaic  morality?  I for  one  must 
answer  such  questions  in  the  negative.  It  is  all  too  easy 
for  us  to  condemn  such  policies,  when  we  ourselves  are 
not  charged  with  responsibility  to  protect  the  lives  and 
properties  of  our  citizens  in  the  face  of  terrorist-inspired 
violence.  During  the  course  of  the  Diaspora,  we  Jews 
have  come  to  believe,  perhaps  excessively,  in  an  un- 
sullied and  pristine  morality  that  demands  disregard  of 
one’s  own  interests  and  well  being.  Editorial  writers 
who  require  Israel  to  adhere  to  a special  standard  of 
morality,  demanded  of  no  one  else,  practice  a special 
kind  of  racism  too.  After  all  the  survival  of  Israel  can- 
not be  taken  for  granted  for  a moment.  In  dealing  with 
the  present  PLO  inspired  violence,  in  reacting  to  the  in- 
timidation of  that  misguided  group,  I believe  that  the 
Israelis  have  acted  with  admirable  forebearance,  relative 
to  other  occupying  powers  in  recent  history.  Of  course, 
there  are  extremists,  like  Rabbi  Meir  Kahane  — and 
they  are  to  be  condemned  and  curbed.  But  1 for  one  will 
certainly  not  criticize  or  condemn  Israel  for  her 
measures  of  self-defence.  If  Israel  is  to  survive  she  has 
no  choice  but  to  be  firm  and  determined,  so  that  more 
moderate  Palestinians  will  step  forward  in  defiance  of 
the  minions  of  the  PLO. 

We  may  certainly  rue  the  necessity  for  such  hard- 
handed  tactics  on  the  part  of  Israel,  whether  it  be 
against  the  demonstrators  in  Yamit  or  on  the  West 
Bank,  but  it  is  not  for  us  to  be  critical  of  such  actions,  or 
moral  “sacrifices”.  The  exigencies  of  survival  and 
sovereignty  demand  such  unpleasant  duties,  in  the 
sacred  cause  of  security  and  peace. 

Let  us  therefore  hope  and  pray  that  as  Israel  begins 
her  35th  year,  the  era  of  sacrifice  will  have  come  to  an 
end,  and  a new  era  of  reconciliation  will  have  begun, 
between  Israeli  and  Arab.  Israeli  and  Israeli,  and  bet- 
ween Israel  and  the  nations  of  the  world. 


Annual  Art 
I Show  success

It  was  an  art  show  to  see, 

I and  be  seen.  On  Sunday,  April 
25.  more  than  400  visitors  to 
the  National  Council  of 
Jewish  Women’s  25th-Annual 
Exhibition  and  Sale  enjoyed 
an  evening  of  soft  music, 
beautiful  paintings  and  in- 
teresting sculpture. 

More  important,  however, 
the  browsers  and  buyers 
crowding  Government  Centre 
were  contributing  to  Ottawa’s 
artistic  vitality  and,  indirectly, 
supporting  several  charitable 
causes. 

We  did  well,”  said  show 
committee  chairman  Ellen 
Wright  as  she  wrapped  up 
some  last-minute  sales.  “1 
think  we  did  about  the  same  as 
last  year. ..in  a year  of  reces- 
sion, that’s  good.” 

Treasurer  Francoise  Vexler 
said  buyers  purchased  $30,000 
worth  of  art,  and  show 
organizers  realized  a $12,000 
profit.  The  money  will  go  to  a 
range  of  worthy  causes,  in- 
cluding hospitals  and 
organizations  serving  the 
elderly.  Additional  funds  from 
a raffle  ticket  sale  will  go  to 
ALSO,  a society  working  to 
an  estimated  23,000  adult  il- 
literates in  the  Ottawa  region. 

Mrs.  Edward  Schreyer,  wife 
of  the  Governor  General, 
opened  the  show  in  the 
building  where  federal  and 
provincial  leaders  gathered 
last  year  to  frame  Canada’s 
new  constitution.  Mrs.  Fay 
Loeb,  originator  of  the  first 
Art  Show  and  Sale  in  1957, 
was  honoured  in  a special 
presentation.  (Mrs.  Loeb  now 
lives  in  Toronto,  where  she  has 
her  own  art  consulting 
agency). 

As  in  previous  shows, 
visitors  browsed  around  the 
art  displays,  dropping  pur- 
chase ballots  into  boxes,  hang- 
ing by  the  paintings  and 
sculpture  they  wanted.  One  in- 
novation this  year  was  a 
special  afternoon  showing, 
where  serious  buyers  could 
lake  their  lime  and  look  at  the 
art  away  from  the  noise  and 
crowds  of  the  evening. 

Ellen  Wright  said  the  most 
popular  artist  exhibited  was 
Betty  Davison,  whose 
sculptural  prints  were  in  great 
demand. 

Mrs.  Davison,  who  deals 
through  the  Galeric  Anne 
Doran,  said  she  is  going 
“nearly  crazy  with  work”  as 
her  popularity  increases.  The 
Ottawa  artist  says  she  has  been 
preparing  her  prints  for  seven 
years. 

She  says  the  work  in  pro- 
ducing the  three-dimensional 
images  is  long  and  detailed. 
But  “after  you’ve  worked  long 
and  carefully. ..you’re  still  ter- 
ribly pleased  if  people  like 
what  you  do.”

Legislation  enacted 

Since  the  kosher  food 
business  is  a growing  and 
lucrative  one,  the  federal 
Department  of  Consumer  and 
Corporate  Affairs  enacted 
legislation  to  protect  Jewish 
consumers  from  misrepresen- 
tations and  violaters  of 
kashruth.  The  legislation 
states:  “No  person  shall  use, 
in  labelling,  packaging,  adver- 
tising or  selling  of  food  that 
does  not  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  kashruth  ap- 
plicable to  it,  the  word 
“Kosher”  or  any  letter  of  the 
Hebrew  alphabet,  or  any 
word,  expression,  depiction, 
sign,  symbol,  mark,  device  or 
other  representation  that  in- 
dicates, or  that  is  likely  to 
create  an  impression  that  the 
food  is  Kosher.” 

While  this  legislation  was  an 
important  step  forward,  it 
does  not  cover  food  that  is 
advertised  as  Jewish  or  is  pro- 
moted with  Jewish  symbols.  In 
this  connection,  it  is  incum- 
bent on  consumers  not  to 
automatically  associate  Jewish 
food  as  being  kosher  unless  ex- 
plicitly identified  as  such  by 
rabbinic  authorities. 

A further  drawback  in  the 
legislation  is  that  it  only  ap- 
plies to  food  products.  A 
mounting  problem  is  the  sale 
of  Jewish  religious  articles 
such  as  (efillen  and  mezuzot 
which  are  not  kosher.  They 
contain  photocopied  or  im- 
properly written  portions  of 
the  Shema  instead  of  hand- 
written and  approved  par- 
chments. Consumers  are 
therefore  encouraged  to  pur- 
chase these  articles  from 
observant  Jewish 

establishments  which  should 
examine  the  parchments  for 
their  acceptability.  The  Chief 
Rabbinate  of  Israel  has  recent- 
ly ordered  an  inquiry  into 
religious  articles  exported  to 
the  United  States  and  Canada 
following  an  inspection  which 
found  that  a large  proportion

Israeli  and  other  imported 
food  products  that  are  kosher 
may  also  bear  the  certification 
of  chief  rabbinates  or  local 
rabbinical  authorities.  In  cases 
of  doubt  as  to  the  kashruth  of 
any  product,  it  is  best  not  to 
purchase  it. 

Kashruth  directories  pro- 
vide a thorough  listing  of 
kosher  food  products  and 
establishments  in  Canada. 

These  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Orthodox  Division  of  ihe 


Despite  the  best  of  inten- 
tions. Jewish  consumers  are 
often  misled  by  food  products 
in  the  marketplace  and  food 
outlets  such  as  restaurants 
which  appear,  at  first  glance, 
to  be  kosher  but  which  are  in 
fact  the  opposite. 

In  all  such  cases,  there  is  no 
certified  supervision  by  rab- 
binic authorities  to  ensure  that 
the  food  items  or  eating 
establishments  conform  with 
Torah  law.  Deceptive  packag- 
ing and  labelling  containing 
Hebrew  words  or  symbols  can 
easily  fool  an  unwary  con- 
sumer. Moreover,  the  mere 
fact  of  Jewish  ownership  of  a 
butcher  shop  or  restaurant  for 
example,  can  in  no  way  attest 
to  its  kashruth  status. 

In  large  cities  such  as  Mon- 
treal and  Toronto,  there  is  a 
continual  battle  waged  against 
restaurants,  bakeries,  and 
caterers  which  advertise  their 
products  and  services  as 
“kosher-style”,  “homemade 
Jewish  cooking”,  or  as 
“Jewish  cuisine”.  Tourists 
frequently  fall  prey  to  the  lat- 
ter designation  in  tourbook 
listings  of  dining 
establishments.  In  the  case  of 
unscrupulous  butchers,  their 
shop  windows  will  even 
display  the  Star  of  David. 

Ottawa  has  not  been  im- 
mune to  such  fraudulent  prac- 
tices. In  particular,  eating 
establishments  considered 
Jewish  which  do  not  have  the 
Ottawa  Vaad  Hakashruth  cer- 
tificate prominently  on  display 
in  their  premises  are  definitely 
not  kosher.  A recent  case  was 
exposed  where  kosher  meat 
sliced  by  a general  purpose 
meat  cutter  was  advertised  by 
an  uncertified  delicatessen  as 
being  kosher. 

Kosher  wines 

In  terms  of  food  products, 
Ottawa’s  wine  shops  and  the 
Ontario  Liquor  Control  Board 
stores  sell  non-kosher  wines 
with  Jewish  symbols.  For  ex- 
ample, Jordan  Wines  of  St. 
Catharines.  Ontario  produces 
and  retails  “Menorah  Con- 
cord Grape  Wine”,  with  a 
menorah  on  the  label.  For  its 
part.  Brights  Wines  Limited  of 
Niagara  Falls.  Ontario  adver- 
tises a “complete  wine  and 
champagne  service  for  Bar  and 
Bat  Mitzvahs”  in  the  Ottawa

Restlessness  among  Jewish 
leaders  in  the  U.S.A.  is  grow- 
ing with  Israel’s  final 
withdrawal  from  Sinai  com- 
pleted. The  last  of  the  Israeli 
troops,  as  well  as  the  last  of 
the  7,000  Israelis  who  settled 
in  Sinai  after  Israel  took 
possession  of  this  territory  15 
years  ago,  left  on  April  25 
under  the  Israeli-Egyptian 
agreement  reached  at  Camp 
David.  The  Israeli  flag  was 
removed  on  that  day  and  the 
Egyptian  flag  waves  again. 

The  uneasy  feelings  came 
not  so  much  from  the  fact  that 
Israel  is  returning  to  Egypt  the 
Sinai  territory  with  its  oil 
fields  which  Israeli  in- 
vestments developed  to  a point 
that  the  wells  could  provide  oil 
for  Israel  for  the  next  25  years, 
making  the  Jewish  State  self- 
sufficient  in  oil  for  its  military 
and  industrial  needs  without 
being  dependent  on  import  of 
oil  from  other  countries;  they 
also  do  not  come  because  of 
the  abandonment  by  Israel  of 
its  military  airfields  to  Egypt 
— airfields  which  are  the  most 
sophisticated  in  the  Middle 
East. 

The  questions  bothering 
American  Jewish  leaders  are: 
Will  Egypt  abide  by  its  part  of 
the  Camp  David  pact  which 
provides  for  establishing,  in 
addition  to  diplomatic  rela- 
tions, also  full  commercial  and 
cultural  relations  with  Israel; 
will  the  U.S.  government  — 
the  architect  of  the  Camp 
David  pact  — use  its  influence 
and  power  to  see  to  it  that 
Egypt  fulfills  the  obligations 
which  President  Anwar  Sadat 
undertook  when  he  signed  the 
Israeli-Egyptian  agreement. 

The  original  agreement  for 
relations  in  the  area  of  com- 
merce was  worked  out  in  the 
beginning  of  1980.  For  Israel 
this  agreement  meant  not  only 
the  trade  relations,  but  a break 
through  the  Arab  boycott. 

Commercial  agreement 

Israel  ratified  the  commer- 
cial agreement  in  April.  1980, 
but  it  took  Egypt  almost  a year 
longer  to  ratify  this  document. 
Although  the  agreement  dealt 
with  lifting  all  commercial 
boycotts  against  Israel,  the  en- 
tire public  sector  of  Egypt  is 
still  closed.  Egyptian  govern- 
mental agencies  for  shipping 
still  refuse  to  deal  with  Israel 
shipping  companies.  No 
Israeli  firm  has  yet  won  a 
lender  in  Egypt.  Israel  can  on- 
ly operate  in  Egypt  through 
one  very  small  bank.  Egyptian 
airplanes  are  still  arriving  un- 
marked at  the  airport  in  Lod, 
and  El  Al  flights  leave  Cairo 
unannounced. 

Noticeable  also  is  the  fact 
that  Egypt  has  not  ratified  as 
yet  the  cultural  agreement  with 
Israel  reached  as  a result  of  the 
Camp  David  pact.  Although 
more  than  50,000  Israelis  have 
traveled  to  Egypt  since  this 
agreement  was  concluded,  less 
than  2.000  Egyptians  have 
visited  Lsrael.  Difficulties  are 
being  made  for  Egyptians  to 
travel  as  tourists  to  Israel  by 
requesting  them  to  fill  out  and 
sign  four  different  applica- 
tions, and  by  investigating 
every  person  seeking  to  visit 
Israel.  All  this  even  when  the 
process  of  Israel’s  evacuation 
from  Sinai  was  going  on. 


Deprived  of  its  oilfields, 
Israel  has  made  its  first  pur- 
chase in  Egypt  of  $500  million 
in  oil  from  its  own  oil  fields. 
The  loss  in  oil  to  Israel  by  tur- 
ning over  its  oil  field  to  Egypt 
is  estimated  by  experts  to 
reach  $50  billion.  For  the  next 
five  or  six  years  Israel  will 
have  to  spend  more  than  $2 
billion  a year  for  oil. 

Israel’s  Sacrifice 

The  immediate  cost  to  Israel 
of  withdrawing  from  Sinai  will 
reach  roughly  $20  billion. 
That  is  the  price  that  Israel 
pays  for  peace  with  Egypt.  It  is 
equal  to  the  entire  Israeli  GNP 
of  one  year.  That  is,  in  dollars, 
what  the  1973  Yom  Kippur 
War  cost  the  State  of  Israel. 

More  than  $6  billion  have 
been  paid  by  now  in  relocating 
the  military  from  Sinai  to  the 
Negev  and  for  building  new  in- 
stallations and  new  airfields. 
There  is  also  the  cost  of  oil, 
and  the  cost  of  interest 
payments  on  the  loan.s  which 
Israel  has  secured  for  the 
withdrawal  on  the  interna- 
tional financial  market.  This 
cost  of  interest  on  loans  comes 
to  one  billion  dollars  a year 
over  the  time  period. 

The  U.S.  government  has 
given  Israel  $800  million  as  a 
grant  which  Congress  raised  to 
$550  million  towards  building 
new  airbases  in  the  Negev. 
It  also  assisted  Israel  in  gain- 
ing access  to  $2.4  billion  worth 
of  loans  through  American

guarantees.  The  remaining 
sums  of  money  Israel  has 
needed  to  secure  through  loans 
obtained  through  the  interna- 
tional banking  system.  It  must 
be  noted,  that  Israel’s  foreign 
debt  today  totals  over  $18 
billion,  40  per  cent  of  which  is 
owed  to  the  United  States, 
with  an  annual  debt  service  of 
$I  billion. 

The  world  does  not  appear 
to  be  aware  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  concessions  Israel  has 
made  — nor  of  the  risks  she  is 
taking  — by  giving  up  the 
Sinai  as  a buffer  — in  order  to 
show  its  sincere  desire  for 
peace.  American  Jewish 
leaders  complain  that  the 
American  press  and  radio  has 
been  ignoring  the  colossal  cost 
to  Israel  of  its  withdraw!  from 
Sinai.  Nor  did  the  U.S. 
government  ever  mention  this 
cost  to  Israel  as  a step  toward 
reaching  peace.  The  American 
people  are,  therefore,  not 
aware  of  Israel’s  tremendous 
sacrifice  for  peace.  Nor  are 
most  of  the  Jews  in  this  coun- 
try. 

Incidentally,  had  Israel  not 
given  up  her  oil  fields  in  Sinai 
she  should  have  been  eligible 
today  to  join  the  OPEC  as  an 
oil-producing  nation.  Now  she 
will  be  compelled  to  pay  more 
than  OPEC  prices  for  the  oil 
she  will  need.

MESSAGE  TO  JEWISH  COMMUNITIES 
ABROAD  ON  JERUSALEM  DAY 
28  lyar  5742  (21  May  1982) 

There  is  a profound  significance  in  the  fact  that  the 
observance  of  the  15lh  anniversary  of  the  reunification 
of  Jerusalem  coincides  with  a crucial  and  uneasy  phase 
in  the  peace  that  Israel  has  concluded  with  the  first  of  its 
Arab  neighbours.  For  the  historic  roots,  the  firm 
physical  unit  and  the  spiritual  inspiration  of  our  capital 
city  give  us  the  strength  to  go  forward  with  confidence 
in  the  task  of  adding  layer  upon  layer  of  human 
understanding  and  common  progress  on  the  fragile 
foundations  of  the  initial  peace  for  which  Israel  has  paid 
so  heavy  a price  in  risks,  in  resources  and  in  human 
agony. 

The  3,000  years  since  King  David  first  made  Jerusalem 
the  capital  of  the  Jewish  Kingdom  — and  it  has  never 
been  anyone  else’s  capital  — teach  us  that  all  the  waves 
of  warfare,  destruction,  conquest,  exile,  biogtry  and 
hatred  that  have  engulfed  the  city  cannot  eradicate  the 
basic  heritage  of  human  faith  and  physical  splendour 
that  has  once  again  made  it  the  heart  and  soul  of  the 
Jewish  people.  In  the  harsh  world  of  today,  we  have  the 
dual  task  of  restoring  Jerusalem’s  historic  character, 
keeping  it  open  to  the  faithful  of  all  nations,  and  of 
developing  a modern  city  that  is  an  efficient  and  attrac- 
tive capital  and  provides  all  its  inhabitants  — Jews, 
Christians  and  Moslems  — with  a meaningful  and 
peaceful  life. 

That  task  is  not  an  easy  one.  The  rocky  road  ahead  is 
fraught  with  pitfalls.  To  ensure  constant  progress,  with 
ultimate  success  in  view,  we  must  not  only  remain 
dedicated  to  the  ideals  and  purposes  that  make 
Jerusalem  so  special  a place  for  Jews  everywhere.  We 
must,  at  the  same  time,  continue  to  enhance  the  city’s 
universal  appeal  to  other  faiths  and  nations  and  to 
respect  the  daily  needs  and  special  sensitivities  of  the 
other  communities  that  are  part  of  united  Jerusalem. 

The  record  of  the  past  15  years  is  clear:  Jerusalem  today 
is  a far  belter  place  to  live  than  it  has  been  in  recent 
memory  and  an  ever  more  beautiful  object  of  prayer 
and  pilgrimage.  As  we  continue  to  restore  the  remnants 
of  old  Jerusalem  and  build  the  new,  we  look  towards  a 
growing  volume  of  people,  young  and  old,  ascending  to 
Jerusalem  — some,  hopefully,  to  settle  and  live  here, 
and  the  remainder  at  least  to  visit,  to  absorb  and  spread 
abroad  the  spirit  of  the  eternal  City  of  Peace.

The  Canadian  Holocaust  Remembrance  Association  which  is  located  in  Toronto  has  been  holding 
a watching  brief  on  Neo-Nazi  activities  in  this  country  since  the  memory  of  the  Nazi  period  is  still 
all  too  vivid  in  the  minds  of  its  members.  A description  of  the  work  in  which  the  As.socialion  is 
presently  engaged  follows.

In  March  of  1981,  following 
police  raids  on  several  hun- 
dred homes  in  a number  of 
cities  in  West  Germany,  tons 
of  illegal  Nazi  hate  propagan- 
da were  confiscated  together 
with  quantities  of  ammuni- 
tion. 

The  bulk  of  that  Nazi  pro- 
paganda came  from  Toronto, 
Canada,  where  one  Ernst 
Zundel,  was,  by  his  own  ad- 
mission, sending  hate  pro- 
paganda through  the  Cana- 
dian mails  to  some  45,000  ad- 
dresses In  47  countries  in 
several  languages  including 
Arabic. 

Immediately  following  news 
of  the  raids  in  West  Germany, 
the  Canadian  Holocaust 
Remembrance  Association 
urgently  requested  the 
Postmaster-General  of 
Canada  to  initiate  action  to 
rescind  Zundel’s  mailing 
privileges  on  the  grounds  that 
Zundel  and  his  so-called 
‘‘publishing  company” 
SAMISDAT  LTD.  were  using 
the  Canadian  mails  for  illegal 
purposes  in  contravention  of 
Section  281.2  (1)  of  the 
Criminal  Code  (Hate  Pro- 
paganda Legislation)  and  Sec- 
tion 41  of  the  Post  Office  Act. 

The  Canadian  Holocaust 
Remembrance  Association 
forwarded  several  items  of 
Zundel’s  hate  propaganda,  in- 
cluding proof  of  mailing,  to 
the  Postmaster-General,  and 
arranged  for  an  impartial  ex- 
pert to  analyze  the  material  for 
the  Legal  Department  of  the 
Postmaster-General . 

As  a result  of  these  efforts, 
Zundel’s  mailing  privileges 
were  revoked  last  November. 
His  appeal  was  heard  on 
February  22  to  24  and  March 
1 1 and  12  in  Ottawa.  The  deci- 
sion of  the  tribunal  is  expected 
shortly. 

The  proceedings  were  at- 
tended by  Sabina  Citron, 
Sydney  Moscoe,  Q.C.  and  Ar- 
nold Friedman  of  the  Cana- 
dian Holocaust  Remembrance 
Association  from  Toronto. 
Mr.  Moscoe  and  Lawrence 
Greenspon  of  Ottawa  acted  as 
legal  counsel  for  the  Associa- 
tion, while  lawyer  Richard 
King  eloquently  defended  the 
position  of  the  post  office. 
Others  in  attendance  were 
Lillian  Gertsman,  Muriel 
Ginsberg,  Fern  Cohen,  Noa 
Heilman.  Programme  Co- 
ordiriator  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Council,  Mendel 
Good,  Chairman  of  the 
Holocaust  Committee  of  Ot- 
tawa, Shelley  Kesselman,  and 
Ben  Kayfeiz  of  Toronto. 

While  Ernst  Zundel  is 
responsible  for  a large  propor- 
tion of  hate  propaganda  both 
in  Canada  and  internationally, 
he  is  not  the  only  purveyor  of 
such  propaganda. 

The  Canadian  Holocaust 
Remembrance  Association  has 
submitted  samples  of  the  pro- 
paganda distributed  by 
Zundel,  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  and 
other  neo-nazi  groups  to  the 
Attorney-General  of  Ontario, 
the  Honourable  Roy  McMur- 
iry,  urging  that  the  hate  pro- 
paganda legislation  be  invok- 
ed. and  court  action  initiated 
accordingly  against  these  in- 
dividuals and  groups. 


The  Attorney-General’s 
Department  has  been  studying 
the  material  for  a lengthy 
time. 

The  work  of  the  Canadian 
Holocaust  Remembrance 
Association  is  demonstrably 
different  in  its  approach  to 
issues,  and  it  is  trail-blazing  in 
North  America  in  the  entire 
area  of  combatting  anti- 
semitic  racism  and  neo- 
nazism. 

Certain  precedents  have 
been  established  by  such  ac- 
tions as  taking  John  Ross 
Taylor,  the  leader  of  the  neo- 
nazi  Western  Guard  Party, 
before  the  Canadian  Human 
Rights  Commission  to  stop  the 
taped  anti-semitic  hate 
messages  he  was  transmitting 
by  telephone.  Through 
perseverance  and  constant 
pressure,  over  a period  of 
three  years,  the  Canadian 
Holocaust  Remembrance 
Association  was  able  to  finally 
have  Taylor  put  behind  bars, 
despite  his  series  of  appeals 
which  led  right  up  to  the 
Suprem^  Court  of  Canada. 

The  Nationalist  Party  of 
Canada,  an  outgrowth  from 
the  Western  Guard  Party,  at- 
tempted to  gain  legitimate 
status  as  a political  party 
under  the  Election  Expenses 
Act.  Due  to  the  interventions 
of  the  Association  to  the 
Attorney-General  of  Ontario, 
fraud  was  discovered  and  the 
Nationalist  Party’s  request 
was  denied. 

The  Canadian  Holocaust 
Remembrance  Association  has 
been  urging  the  Canadian 


Government  for  some  time  to 
implement  existing  Canadian 
legislation  to  bring  Nazi  War 
Criminals  residing  in  Canada 
at  long  last  to  justice  in  Can- 
dian  Courts,  or  to  extradite 
them  to  jurisdictions  where 
they  are  wanted,  or  have 
already  been  sentenced  in 
absentia  for  mass  murder. 

The  Association  was 
responsible  for  initiating  an  in- 
ternational campaign  against 
the  Statute  of  Limitation  in 
West  Germany,  which,  if  it  - 
had  been  allowed  to  come  into 
effect,  would  have  granted 
amnesty  to  Nazi  War 
Criminals  there. 

Mr.  David  Humphrey  Q.C. 
has  been  retained  by  the  Cana- 
dian Holocaust  Remembrance 
Association  to  represent  the 
Association  on  the  issue  of 
Nazi  War  Criminals  as  well  as 
neo-nazi  hate  propaganda. 

In  the  event  that  the 
Attorney-General  of  Ontario 
fails  to  act  against  Zundel  in 
the  very  near  future,  the 
Association  has  resolved  in 
conjunction  with  the  Toronto 
Zionist  Council,  with  which  it 
is  affiliated,  to  institute  court 
action  against  Zundel  on  the 
grounds  of  defamatory  libel 
against  Jews. 

In  this  connection  the  Cana- 
dian Holocaust  Remembrance 
Association  located  in  the 
Zionist  Centre.  788  Marlee 
Avenue,  Toronto,  M6B 
3K1, would  welcome  support 
from  individuals  and 
organizations  who  recognize 
the  importance  of  such  action.

NEW  YORK  — Two 
representatives  of  leading 
American  Jewish  organiza- 
tions have  rapped  as  “biased” 
and  “defamatory”  the  recent- 
ly broadcast  one-hour  ABC- 
TV  News  closeup,  “Fortress 
Israel”,  which  purported  to 
show  what  effect  Israel’s 
policies  in  the  occupied  ter- 
ritories coupled  with  the  in- 
creased militarization  of  the 
Jewish  State  has  had  on  Israeli 
citizens. 

JERUSALEM  — Premier 
Menachem  Begin  called  on  the 
Israeli  public  to  observe  the 
Biblical  injunction  to  “rejoice 
on  the  festival”  marking  the 
34th  anniversary  of  Israel’s  in- 
dependence.

It  em- 
powered an  ad  hoc  ministerial 
committee  to  work  out  a new 
“time-table  and  other  ar- 
rangments”  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  State-owned  car- 
rier and  set  a three  month 
deadline  for  the  Sabbath  ban 
to  go  into  effect.

NEW  YORK  — Despite  the 
weakening  of  the  OPEC 
cartel.  Saudi  Arabia  and  other 
Opec  nations  remain  financial 
superpowers  whose  interna- 
tional influence  no  longer 
depends  exclusively  on  the  oil 
weapon. 

This  view  was  expressed  by 
Steven  Emerson,  a former 
member  of  the  staff  of  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee,  who  declared  that 
a “vast,  powerful  Saudi  Ara- 
bian lobby  with  vested  self- 
interests”  was  gaining  strength 
in  this  country  through  Arab 
connections  with  American 
business  and  was  seeking  to 
widen  its  influence.

Diet  and  exercise  can 
lead  to  looking  good

At  this  time  of  year 
everybody  is  looking  forward 
to  summer,  and  wants  to  lose 
those  extra  pounds  added  over 
a period  of  several  months  or 
even  several  years.  The  best 
way  to  lose  weight  is  a com- 
bination of  diet  and  exercise. 
By  achieving  a proper  balance 
between  energy  intake  and 
energy  output  you  can  burn  up 
stored  calories,  in  other 
words:  fat. 

There  are  four  different 
food  groups  from  which  you 
should  select  each  day. 

• Milk  and  milk  products 
(cheese,  yogurt  etc.) 

• Meat  and  alternatives  (fish, 
eggs,  etc.) 

• Fruits  and  vegetables 

• Bread  and  cereals 


When  on  a diet,  eat  more 
vegetables  and  fruits  and  try  to 
cut  down  on  meat,  bread  and 
cereals  as  well  as  milk  and 
dairy  products.  One  more  im- 
portant item,  try  to  have  as  lit- 
tle sugar  and  fat  (butter,  oil. 
fatty  meat)  as  po.ssible. 

Do  not  rush  into  a massive 
program  of  physical  activity. 
PROCEED  SLOWLY. 
Aerobic  activities  such  as 
walking,  jogging,  swimming 
or  cycling  are  best  for  utilizing 
body  fat  as  fuel.  You  can  also 
participate  in  fitness  classes. 
The  important  thing  is  to  do  a 
little  every  day. 

Stick  to  your  diet  and  par- 
ticipate in  physical  activity  and 
soon  you  will  start  losing  those 
extra  pounds.

The  Canadian  Institute  for  the  Energies  and  Applied  Research 


Weizmann  unveils  world’s  first 
multipurpose  energy  structure 


The  most  ambitious  and  far- 
reaching  project  ever  under- 
taken by  the  Canadian  Society 
for  the  Weizmann  Institute 
was  unveiled  in  Toronto 
recently  by  Lord  Sieff,  chair- 
man of  the  International 
Board  of  Governors.  The 
Canadian  Institute  for  the 
Energies  and  Applied 
Research  will  be  the  first 
multi-purpose  structure  of  its 
kind  in  the  Middle  East. 

Designed  in  accordance  with 
the  latest  developments  in 
passive  and  active  energy  con- 
servation and  utilization  it 
should  meet  the  need  po.sed  by 
the  energy  challenge  facing  the 
Slate  of  Israel,  and  deal  with 


the  increased  scope  of  in- 
dustrial research. 

The  building  will  incor- 
porate energy  saving  features, 
as  well  as  solar  collecting  com- 
ponents and  other  renewable 
energy  systems  and  will  serve 
as  a model  for  monitoring  the 
effectiveness  of  its  various 
energy  conservation  and  pro- 
duction methods. 

Equipped  with  self- 
contained  systems  to  supply 
most  of  its  heating  and  cool- 
ing. and  even  some  of  its  elec- 
trical power,  it  is  seen  as  a 
building  of  the  future. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the 
solar  spire,  a 60-metre  tower 
instrument  on  the  peak  of 


which  will  be  focused  the  con- 
centrated rays  of  dozens  of 
mirrors.  Computerized  and 
synchronized  to  track  the  sun, 
these  prismatic  mirrors  in  a 
heliostat  field  will  be  able  to 
create  sufficient  heat  to  pro- 
duce steam  and  generate 
enough  power,  to  meet  the 
energy  needs  of  many  of  the 
Institute’s  36  major  structures. 
Only  three  other  such  spires 
are  known  to  be  on  the  plan- 
ting boards  — in  the  United 
States,  Japan  and  Italy.  The 
solar  spire  proposed  for  the 
Weizman  Institute  will  further 
stake  Israel’s  claim  as  being  in 
the  forefront  of  energy 
research. 

Weizmann  Institute  Pro- 
fessor David  Vofsi  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  planning  of  the 
Energy  Project,  will  be  in 
Canada  at  the  end  of  May. 
Charles  Dalfen,  President  of 
the  Ottawa  Chapter  of  the 
Canadian  Society  for  the 
Weizmann  Institute  reported 
that  the  Chapter  is  in  the  pro- 
cess of  planning  a parlour 
meeting  at  which  Dr.  Vofsi 
will  speak.  There  will  be  no 
solicitation  at  the  meeting  and 
it  will  be  open  to  the  com- 
munity at  large.

excursion  to  Montreal  a winner 


The  bus  load  of  women  who 
got  up  at  5:30  a.m.  on  April  28 
in  order  to  leave  for  Montreal 
at  7 o’clock  are  still  talking 
about  their  full  but  memorable 
day.  Their  main  objective  was 
to  view  the  spectacular  exhibit 
by  artist  Judy  Chicago  — 
“The  Dinner  Party”  — but 
the  trip  also  provided  an  op- 
portunity to  visit  several  im- 
portant Jewish  institutions,  all 
beneficiary  agencies  of  Mon- 
treal’s United  Jewish  Appeal. 

Conceived  and  promoted  by 
the  National  Women’s  Divi- 
sion of  U.J.A.  of  Canada  and 
its  Chairman,  Simone 
Goldberg,  the  trip  was  an 
outstanding  success  even 
before  it  began,  with  an  im- 
mediate sell-out  registration. 
Liaison  between  Merle

The  high  point  of  the  after- 
noon was  an  all  too  brief  visit 
to  the  Golden  Age  Associa- 
tion, a lively  place,  buzzing 
with  all  kinds  of  activities. 

It  was  Yom  Ha’Atzmaui, 
and  the  place  was  decked  out 
for  the  occasion.  Festivities 
had  already  begun,  with 
music,  singing  and  dancing, 
but  that  didn’t  mean  all  other

programs  had  stopped.  The 
building  was  a beehive  of  ac- 
tivity — painting,  sculpture, 
needlecrafl,  bridge  — and  just 
plain  “schmoosing”  in  the 
pleasant  cafeteria,  where  a 
good  hot  meal  is  available  for 
$1.25.

From  there  to  a poignant 
and  moving  interlude  at  the 
Holocaust  Memorial  Centre, 
and  finally  on  to  the  offices  of 
the  Allied  Jewish  Community 
Services,  and  a reception  by 
the  Montreal  Women’s  Divi- 
sion of  U.J.A.  Everyone  join- 
ed Montreal’s  Snookie  Bessner 
and  Ottawa’s  Rose  Taylor  in  a 
“I’Chaim”. 

The  Ottawa  Women’s  Divi- 
sion has  demonstrated  its  en- 
thusiasm for  innovative  and 
thought-provoking  activities.

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Jewish  degrees  are 
revoked  by  Soviets 


This  article  appeared  under 
Letters  to  the  Editor  in  the 
April  23,  J982  issue  of 
"Science”. 

A fundamental  principle  of 
academic  freedom  accepted 
throughout  the  world  is  the 
sanctity  of  academic  degrees. 
Once  earned  and  granted  in 
recognition  of  the  scholarly 
achievement  of  individuals, 
they  are  irrevocable.  That 
principle  is  now  being  grossly 
violated  as  the  Soviet  Union 
accelerates  its  persecution  of 
emigration  and  human  rights 
activists  by  revoking  their  ad- 
vanced degrees.  According  to 
the  Los  Angeles  Times  (I),  65 
scientists  “have  lost  or  are  in 
the  process  of  losing  their 
academic  degrees  since  this 
practice  began  occurring 
systematically  about  a year 
ago....’’ 

The  Soviet  Higher  Attesta- 
tion Commission’s  (VAK)  let- 
ter of  3 December  to  Dr. 
Leonid  D.  Stonov.  in  one  brief 
paragraph,  negates  his  years 
of  study  and  research: 

To:  L.D.  Stonov 
The  VAK  of  the  USSR  in- 
forms you  that  following  the 
request  of  the  Scientific- 
Technical  Council  at  the  All- 
Union  Research  Institute  on 
Chemical  Means  of  Plant  Pro- 
tection addressed  to  the  VAK 
of  the  USSR  on  (he  28lh  of 
January  1981  (Protocol  No. 
6-1),  it  deprives  you  of  the 
academic  degree  of  Candidate 
of  Agricultural  Sciences  and 
the  academic  title  of  senior 
scientific  worker.

It  is  no  coincidence  that  all 
those  who  received  similar  let- 
ters are  either  Jewish  and/or 


have  applied  to  emigrate.  And 
it  is  frightening  to  recall  that 
the  revocation  of  all  degrees 
earned  by  Jews  in  Nazi  Ger- 
many foreshadowed  more  in- 
tense persecutions.  We  believe 
that,  if  unchecked,  the  Soviet 
revocation  of  advanced 
degrees  will  become  an  in- 
creasingly popular  weapon 
against  any  scholars  who  arc 
considered  politically 
unreliable. 

We  abhor  this  practice  as  a 
gross  violation  of  human 
rights  and  academic  integrity. 
Moreover,  we  are  distressed 
over  the  human  toll  it  exacts: 
scientists  stripped  of  degrees 
are  subject  to  cuts  in  salary, 
demotion,  humiliation,  and 
ostracism  by  academic  peers; 
denial  of  access  to  scientific 
libraries  and  laboratories:  and 
even  dismissal  from  profes- 
sional employment. 

We  call  upon  all  scientists 
and  adacemics  to  voice  their 
opposition  to  this  reprehensi- 
ble practice  which,  although 
reported  last  August  (2),  has 
yet  to  be  widely  denounced  by 
the  international  scientific 
community.  Given  their  com- 
mitment to  scientific  progress 
and  academic  integrity,  pro- 
fessional societies  should  be  in 
the  forefront  condemning  the 
use  of  academics  as  a tool  of 
persecution.  As  conferers  of 
degrees,  universities  should 
respond  by  declaring  that  they 
will  recognize  degrees  unjustly 
and  immorally  revoked. 

If  these  earned  degrees  are 
not  returned  to  the  individuals 
concerned,  and  if  the  practice 
of  revocation  continues,  we 
believe  the  U.S.S.R.  will  have 
placed  itself  outside  the  pale  of 
civilized  countries  and  will 
deserve  to  be  treated  as  such.

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The  Jews  of  Poland;  traces  of 
Nazi  occupation  still  evident

WARSAW  — Warsaw  slill 
feels  like  one  huge  memorial 
to  Jewish  suffering  and  mar- 
tyrdom. Forty  years  after  the 
war,  the  city  sliJl  bears  the 
traces  of  Nazi  occupation  and 
is  covered  with  the  vestiges  of 
what  was  once  one  of  the 
world’s  largest  and  most 
dynamic  Jewish  communities. 

The  past  is  seen  and  fell 
everywhere.  At  the  fool  of  a 
new  office  building  are  the 
remnants  of.thd  war-time  “lit- 
tle ghetto”  and  the  bus  for  the 
new  sports  stadium  leaves 
from  the  site  of  the 
Umschlagplatz,  the  assembly 
ground  to  which  the  city’s 
Jews  were  taken  by  the  Ger- 
mans before  boarding  the 
trains  for  their  final  destina- 
tion. 

Anti-Semitism  in  Poland  is 
still  a highly  sensitive  issue.  In 
the  light  of  the  past,  the 
slightest  incident  takes  on  alar- 
ming proportions.  Polish  of- 
ficials say,  however,  that  only 
a handful  of  such  incidents  did 
take  place,  especially  during 
the  political  “anarchy”  which 
marked  the  last  months  of 
1981,  and  that  the  government 
is  determined  to  do  all  it  can  to 
prevent  any  possible  reoccur- 
rence. 

The  Polish  Minister  for 
Religious  Affairs,  Jerzy 
Kuberski,  was  clear  on  the 
issue:  “We  are  determined  to 
fight  and  stamp  out  any  possi- 
ble symptom  (of  anti- 
Semitism)  whatever  its  origin. 
1 can  say  with  the  full  approval 
and  on  behalf  of  (Prime 
Minister  and  leader  of  the 
military  council)  General  Wo- 
jciech  Jaruzelski  that  the 
government  will  combat  any 
person  or  group  who  engages 
in  such  activities.” 

Anli-Semites  Removed 

Kuberski,  who  as  the  man  in 
charge  of  the  government’s 
relations  with  the  Catholic 
church  is  one  of  Jaruzelski’s 
closest  aides,  told  the  Jewish 
Telegraphic  Agency  in  the 
course  of  a two-hour  inter- 
view, that  all  those  suspected 
of  having  engaged  in  anti- 
Semitic  activities  have  been 
removed  from  their  former 
jobs. 

Western  observers  in 
Poland  stress  that  during  the 
last  months  of  198!  anti- 
Semitism  had  become  an  inter- 
nal political  issue.  Na- 
tionalistic elements,  generally 
associated  with  the  “Grun- 
wald”  group,  were  trying  to 
turn  public  opinion  against 
Solidarity  by  claiming  that 
many  of  Lech  Walesa’s  closest 
aides  were  Jews. 

The  object  of  most  of  these 
attacks  was  a Jewish-born 
history  professor,  Bronsilaw 
Geremek.  Leaflets  distributed 
during  the  bitter  struggle  for 
power  depicted  Geremek  with 
accentuated  Jewish  traits  ask- 
ing a rabbi  for  advice. 

Other  incidents  during  this 
period  include  a broadcast 
made  December  15  over  War- 
saw Radio;  several  articles  in 
the  press,  especially  in  the 
local  Szczecin  paper,  “Glos 
Szczecinski”:  and  the  publica- 
tion of  an  openly  anti-Semitic 
book,  “The  Invasion  of  the 
Phantoms  1944-47.” 

The  “Power  Vacuum” 

Kuberski,  like  most  Poli.sh 
officials  with  whom  1 met, 


stressed  that  all  these  incidents 
took  place  during  what  they 
called  the  “power  vacuum”  of 
1981. 

Kuberski  said  that  the  man 
who  made  the  broadcast  over 
Warsaw  Radio,  Prof. 
Zdzislaw  Ciesiolkiencz,  as  well 
as  the  editors  of  the  Szczecin 
paper,  have  all  been  fired  from 
their  former  jobs.  As  for  “The 
Invasion  of  the  Phantoms” 
book,  it  was  published,  he 
said,  by  an  “underground 
press”  without  official  ap- 
proval. Kuberski  stressed  that 
such  incidents  can  no  longer 
occur. 

Observers  in  Poland  say 
that  in  the  last  months  of  1981 
most  political  actions  vying 
for  power,  at  one  point  or 
another,  used  some  form  of 
nationalistic  and  anti-Semitic 
arguments.  They  say  that  oc- 
casionally even  some  of  the 
Solidarity  militants  used  this 
method. 

The  worst  such  incident  oc- 
cured  in  November,  1981, 
about  a month  before  the 
military  takeover,  when  one  of 
Solidarity’s  leaders,  Marian 
Jurezyk,  head  of  the  Szczecin 
trade  union,  said  in  a speech  in 
the  industrial  city  of 
Trzebatow  that  “the  govern- 
ment is  filled  with  Jews  who 
have  changed  their  names  to 
conceal  their  real  identities.” 
Jurezyk,  now  interned  with 
the  other  solidarity  leaders, 
concluded:  “This  is  one  of  the 
reasons  why  the  government 
must  be  changed.” 

The  paradox  is  that  in  this 
country  in  which  less  than 
10,000  Jews  at  the  most  still 
live,  Jews  are  still  on  all  senior 
levels  both  within  the  opposi- 
tion and  the  government. 
There  even  is  a Jewish 
minister,  Jerzi  Urban,  in 
charge  of  information  in 
Jaruzelski’s  current  administ- 
ration. 

Relations  With  Jews 

Kuberski  stressed  in  his  in- 
terview with  JTA  that  the 
government  does  not  only 
want  to  stamp  out  any 
manifestation  of  anti- 
Semitism  but  also  wants,  in  a 
more  positive  way,  to  try  and 
improve  Poland’s  relations 
with  the  Jewish  people. 

“We  have  in  common  a 
thousand  years  of  joint  history 
and  culture.  Poland  would  not 
be  what  it  is  without  the 
Jewish  contribution,”  Kuber- 
ski said.  As  a first  step,  the 
minister  hopes  to  obtain  a resi- 
dent rabbi  for  the  city’s  com- 
munity. 

He  said  he  had  discussed  the 
subject  with  an  American  rab- 
binical delegation  earlier  this 
year  and  is  waiting  for  suitable 
candidates  to  conclude  the 
necessary  administrative  pro- 
cedure. “Should  we  obtain  no 
candidates,”  Kuberski  said, 
“We  will  probably  send  some 
of  our  own  young  people  to 
the  Budapest  Rabbinical 
Seminary.” 

There  are  currently  four 
Polish  Jews  who  attend 
courses  at  Warsaw 
University's  Department  of 
Hebrew  Studies.  Kuberski  said 
that  some  of  these  have  c.x- 
pressed  an  interest  to  follow 
rabbinical  training  but  added 
that  this  would  take  several 
years  and  his  department 
would  like  to  obtain  a foreign, 


though  Polish-speaking  rabbi, 
to  serve  the  community  in  the 
meantime. 

The  minister  said  that  an  ex- 
hibition dealing  with  the 
1,000-year  history  of  Jews  in 
Poland,  which  is  currently 
touring  the  United  Slates,  will 
open  in  Warsaw  this  summer 
and  next  year  will  tour  most  of 
Poland’s  large  cities. 

Ties  With  Israel 

Kuberski,  who  visited  Israel 
last  year  where  he  attended  a 
session  of  the  Koreziak  Com- 
mittee, said  he  hoped  to  visit 
Israel  again  next  year.  He 
stressed,  “When  I go  to  Israel, 

1 do  so  with  the  Polish  govern- 
ment’s knowledge  and  ap- 
proval. It  is  in  our  belief,  a 
sign  of  friendship.” 

Poland  wants  to  improve 
relations  with  Israel,  but  as 
Urban  told  JTA;  “Such  an  im- 
provement cannot  be  effected 
at  the  cost  of  changes*  in  our 
overall  foreign  policy  and  our 
political  alliances.” 

Urban,  like  most  other 
Polish  officials,  clearly  im- 
plied that  such  an  improve- 
ment can  be  best  accomplished 
in  economic  and  cultural  mat- 
ters. 

PLO  changed 
attack  plans 

Austria’s  Interior  Minister 
has  told  the  World  Jewish 
Congress  that  the  Palestinian 
terrorists  being  held  for  the  at- 
tack on  Vienna’s  main 
synagogue  in  August  have  ad- 
mitted under  interrogation 
that  the  transit  camp  for 
Soviet  Jewish  emigrants  In 
Vienna  was  originally  an  in- 
tended target. 

Minister  Erwin  Lane,  met 
with  leadership  of  the  WJC 
American  Section.
